Buck and Shorty 
headed back to the United States and were 
arrested by border guards who had been alerted 
by the Ruales. And so one of the most feared 
group of men had been efficiently destroyed. 
Buck and Shorty went to trial and were con- 
victed on seven different charges. 

Behind prison bars, Buck had but one re- 
quest. He wanted to speak to the law man. 
Braynee came to visit him, 

*Tm going to be behind bars for the next 
twenty years," said Buck. "I „ guess too late 
I learned ray lesson. If I live through it I will 
be an honest man. But if you can, tell me, this. 
How did you ship the gold through to the 
East?"
